attendance at our colleges and uni- 
versities are screened and selected for 
positions of leadership and responsi- 
bility. If society cannot depend upon 
this leaven, it is lost, for no system 
of checks and vouchering, auditing 
and investigation could ever assure 
us decency, justice and fair play. In 
the last analysis, there is no substi- 
tute for character.” 

Many of the students also took 
exception to the dim view of man’s 
nature and his institutions expressed 
by the minority, most of them more 
or less agreeing with the sentiment, 
“the honor system is an appeal to the 
best in human nature and in general, 
I think, human nature responds to the 
best.” 

A student from one of the most 
distinguished of the small colleges in 
the nation described its pattern of 
honor with enthusiastic favor: “ s 
honor system is not confined to 
grades; it is a way of life. In a practi- 
cal sense it eliminates the expense of

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a police system (proctors, etc.). It 
makes housemothers, lockout hours, 
etc., unnecessary. It promotes mutual 
trust and cooperation within the stu- 
dent community. . . . We believe that 
democracy (and our way of life) is 
more than freedom—it is responsi- 
bility. 

“When we enter , we pledge 
ourselves to act as mature individuals 
in every phase of life. Thus, it is 
mandatory to attend only the first and 
last classes, but we are encouraged 
to attend all the time. Many profes- 
sors, for example, hand out the exams 
on Tuesday and tell us to bring them 
back on Thursday. Sometimes it is an 
open book test, but most of the time 
it is a closed book exam. There is 
usually a time limit, but we time our- 
selves. The results? There is no pres- 
sure, tests are not evaluated just in 
terms of grades. . . . We are not out 
to cut the other guy’s throat. The em- 
phasis is brought back where it should 
be—on the acquiring of knowledge 


and truth in a way that is permanent 
and useful.” 

Some students did not like the idea 
of having to report their friends, so 
preferred the proctored exam. 

Many of the professors, favoring 
the honor system, felt, however, that 
it is not compatible with the present 
system of grading. As long as there 
is an emphasis on grades, is it ‘e- 
quired that the “faculty be respon- 
sible for justice to all students even 
though only a few are dishonest.” 

Other professors felt that the 
trouble was not so much with grades 
as with the fraternity-sorority system 
on their campuses. With it, operating 
the honor system would be “imprac- 
tical; few would be able to resist 
pressure from a weaker brother.” 
Small college faculty thought it de- 
sirable on such campuses as theirs, 
and one university faculty member 
wondered what excuse a church-re- 
lated college could possibly have for 
not working on the honor system. 
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
